Canadian Student 
Compares Systems 


Editor’s Note: This is the 
second of two articles about 
Gary Bellinger, a student at 
Victoria Park Secondary 
School, Toronto, Canada, who 
at one time resided in Ando- 
ver, He spent the final month 
of his school year attending 
Andover High School. While 
here, he lived with the Harry 
Debolt family, 79 Wildwood 
Rd. and went to school each 
day with Tom Debolt, anAHS 
senior.

Gary said that there is more 
study of poetry in his Canadian 
school, with each student choos- 
ing the individual poems he will 
study, and there is close corre= 
lation between poetry and music, 
as well as music and art, 

Gary described classroom pre= 
sentation at his Canadian school 
as ‘‘project-oriented, using mod- 
ern communication means, and 
demanding lots of student inter- 
pretation, It seldom stops at just 
read and discuss.” 

‘In my school, after we'd read 
George Orwell’s ‘1984’ and dis- 
cussed the plot and themes in 
class, groups were assigned 
topics; ours was the social or~ 
ganization in the, book, Our group 
restudied the book among our- 
selves and decided our project 
would be to apply to social or- 
ganization described in ‘*1984”* to 
our school, Our. presentation to 
the rest of the class, ina darkened 
room, included a huge picture of 
our principal overhead, as Big 
Brother, tapes of speeches and 
commands to the students, and 
characters in white~face acting out 
scenes or what life in our school 
would be like, if it had the type 
of social organization depicted in 
**1984,°* 

I asked. Gary to describe the 
American attitudes about Canada 
he had noted since his return to 
Andover, Did people here display 
ignorance about Canadian life? 

“No, not here in New England, 
which is so close to Canada, and 
many people have visited Montreal 
and Quebec, But when I visited 
in Pennsylvania, I ran into plenty 
of the cliche attitudes: Canada still 
means Mounties, cold = you’d think 
it was all above the 
Arctic Circle - and the idea that 
all Canadians speak nothing but 
French, Acthaiiy, even in the one 
province of Ouebec, French speak= 
ing (separatists) with his remarks 
apout Quebec becoming French, 
Most of them thought he ought to 
mind his own business.” 

Canadians tend tothink of Amer- 
icans as being nationalistic, but 
Canadian nationalism is just be- 
ginning according to Gary, aa | 
think it can be said to date from 
Expo, when many Canadian people 
stopped thinking of themselves as 
part of a certain ethnic group, and 
began to have pride in thinking of 
themselves as Canadians, 

Gary thinks the U.S, should pay 
more attention to Canada, and vice 
versa, U.S, capital, he pointed out 
owns 60% of Canadian industry, and 
while there is some Canadian re- 
sentment over this, Canada’s 
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leaders freely say that the country 
couldn’t survive without it, 

But Gary adds that while Cana» 
da needs U.S, capital, we in the 
United States need their natural 
resources - minerals,oil, lakes - 
because we have already depleted 
much of our own, and so much of 
our water is Non‘ polluted, ‘‘The 
two countries need to cultivate 
each other’s friendship, and get 
to know about each other,” 

And on friendship, the interview 
with Gary Bellinger ended, His 
strongest impression of Andover, 
he said, was how friendly every~ 
one had been to him, the way And- 
over school authorities had coop- 
erated with his across-the-border 
educational experiment, and the 
number of friends he has made, 

And did: Gary get that diplorna? 
Mrs. Harold Debolt, who calls him 
a “‘delightful member of the family 
and marvelous with the younger 
children,’* tells us that Gary re= 
turned to Victoria Park with his 
ideas gathered into that report, 
which he exchanged for a diploma, 

Gary must have meant what he 
said about enjoying friendliness 
here, because now he’s back down 
again, He*s spending the summer 
with his maternal grandmother, 
Mrs, Harry Arakelian, 82 Linden 
Ave., North Andover, and working 
in a plant in Lawrence, 

He'll return to Don Mills in 
the fall for the optional thirteenth 
year, after the diploma, which most 
university-bound students take, 
then on to three undergraduate 
years at the University of Toronto 
or York, in Toronto,

On Independence Sunday, June 
30, at 10 a.m, in the Andover 
Baptist Church, the composer of 
‘*My Country *Tis of Thee’, Bap- 
tist Samuel Francis Smith, will 
be commemorated, 

There are two links with And- 
over Baptist Church; the com- 
poser was a Baptist and this 
national hymn was written in 1832 
the same year as the founding of 
Andover Baptist Church, 

Samuel Francis Smith was born 
in Boston’s North End, and after 
graduating from Harvard in 1829, 
came to study for the Baptist 
ministry at Andover Theological 
Seminary, On Feb, 2, 1832 at the 
age of 24, he came across the tune 
now known as ‘‘America’’ in an 
old German collection of songs 
loaned him by his friend, Lowell 
Mason, As he later told the story, 
‘I instantly felt the impulse 
to write a patriotic hymn of my 
own adapted to the tune, Picking 
up a scrap of waste paper which 
lay near me, I wrote at once, 
within half an hour, the hymn,..”* 

The hymn was first sung in pub= 
lic July 4, 1832 at a children’s 
celebration in the Park Street 
Church in Boston, It will be sung

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Editorial Comment 


Downtown Detour 


Closing of a section of Main Street in the shopping area 
for two days last week while the annual Sidewalk Bazaar 
was in progress was only a preview of what was to come 
this week. 

On Monday, the detour signs went up and the big earth 
moving machines broke ground on a line with Barnard 
Street. 

Of course, all this is in connection with the piping of 
Rogers Brook, a project which has caused its share of 
discontent. 

The contractors have to make a big cut — more than 20 
feet deep — to accommodate the pipe. When the pipe is in 
place, the road will have to be resurfaced before it can 
again be opened to traffic. 

Estimates are that the work will be going on for about 
four weeks. Bad weather could lengthen the period. 

Patience on the part of businessmen and motorists will 
indeed be a virtue during most of July. It’s all in the inter- 
est of progress. 


Times Have Changed 


There was a time, especially in the suburban and rural 
areas, when one of a boy’s most prized possessions was 
an air rifle. Later on, as he grew older, he obtained a .22 
and eventually probably bought a shotgun. 

That was a more law-abiding era when possession of 
guns was commofiplace, but when using them to kill was 
not. 

The demand is now being made at all levels of govern- 
ment for the registration of firearms. Crime is soaring in 
the nation and the use of firearms shows a marked 
increase. 

President Johnson, Gov. Volpe, the legal profession and 
law enforcement agencies are all demanding legislation 
to cut down on mail order sales and to stiffen the laws in 
states which exercise little control over the purchase of 
firearms. 

The President, in a special message to Congress this 
week sensed an aroused public opinion in favor of gun 
control and moved quickly to take advantage of the senti- 
ment. 

Johnson said: ‘‘Registration and licensing have long 
been an accepted part of daily life in America. Automo- 
biles, boats, even dogs and bicycles in many communities, 
are commonly registered. Our citizens must get licenses 
to fish, to hunt and to drive. 

‘‘Certainly no less should be required for the possession 
of lethal weapons that have caused so much horror and 
heartbreak in this country. Surely the slight inconvenience 
for the few is minimal, when measured against protection 
for all.” 

The President’s objective is to get a uniform law for 
all states that as a minimum would deny guns to criminals, 
drug addicts, alcoholics, the mentally ill and others whose 
possession of guns would be deemed harmful to public 
safety. 

Even while the President was speaking, the FBI re- 
ported a 17 per cent increase in crime for the first three 
months of the year. The report added that armed robbery, 
where a weapon was used was up 26 per cent and assault 
with a weapon had increased 23 per cent in the first three 


months of 1968. 


Half a dozen legal experts at Harvard joined in demand- 
ing ‘‘de-escalation of the domestic arms race’* and added 
that the skill and experience of the legal profession is 
needed to effect an effective and fair means of firearms 
control, 

There is little doubt but that gun control legislation will 
be enacted. 

However, the average sportsman will have little to fear. 
He’ll still be able to go out in the autumn for upland shoot- 
ing and hunt for bigger game in the northland. 


In A Few Words 


Elvis J. Stahr, President of the University of Indiana, 
said an awful lot in a few words while addressing the 
graduating class of Northwestern University a couple of 
weeks ago. 

Said Stahr: ‘‘The right to question and criticize is 
important not just to scholars and students but to society 
itself; but academic freedom does not mean academic 
anarchy. It means freedom to express opinions; but it does 
not mean freedom.to impose them.”’

Under ‘‘Attitudes,’® the report 
states: ‘‘The group endorsed one 
of the major conclusions of the 
introduction of the report, that 
*until the fact of white racism is 
admitted, it cannot conceivably be 
expunged,’ and the charge that 
‘what white Americans have never 
fully understood - but what the 
Negro can never forget - is that 
white society is deeply implicated 
in the ghetto, White institutions 
created it, white institutions main- 
tain it, and white society condones 
it? ae: 

The group dealing with Education 
recommended that via discussion, 
petitions, and individual letters, 
concerned citizens should make 
known to administrative and school 
board officials their support for: 
hiring policies which represent 
the nationai pluralism more ade- 
auately,a curriculum designed to 
encourage awareness of the special 
obligations imposed by the urban 
crisis; the full story of American 
minorities, including special 
workshops and textbooks to ac= 
complish this end; the Kerner 
Report, or a condensation, be re- 
quired reading at the secondary 
level, 

The sub-group which studied 
**Housing’® made recommenda- 
tions on the local and the state or 
regional level, The latter urged 
support of approved legislation 
through petition, contact, etc, with 
the proper legislative body. 

The report states that the group 
recommends that ‘areas outside of 
ghetto neighborhoods should be 
opened up to occupancy be racial 
minorities,"* The group made these 
suggestions for action at the local 
level: 

1, A petition should be circu- 
lated to Andover residents to de~ 
termine how they stand on the mat- 
ter of the sale and rental of prop- 
erty to minority groups, As 


an alternative to this approach the 
group felt that a referendum ques= 
tion might be placed on the ballot 
or an article in the town warrant, 

2. The question was raised 
whether public or private subsidy 
should be sought to build low 
income dwelling units in Andover, 
and if so, whether these should be 
single dwelling or multiple oc- 
cupancy units, 

3. Real Estate agents, it is 
maintained, should be upholding the 
open housing law, supported by the 
Supreme Court,~and any infrac- 
tions»should-be reported, > 

4, Gillette, Raytheon, and other 
agencies that need housing for their 
employees should be approached 
with a view to helping them with 
the problems they might be ex- 
periencing, 

Many recommendations were 
made in connection with ‘“‘Sub- 
urban-Urban Cooperation,”” 

This group suggested among 
other things the creation of a full- 
time legislative lobby; that towns 
should recognize by official action 
their responsibility to the central 
cities; and that the Regional Plan- 
ning agency should concern itself 
with the problems, 

Other measures: —- 

Encourage and aid, immediately, 
the introduction into Andover of 
ghetto residents who would, ifthey 
had the choice, desire to live and 
work here. Work with business 
and municipal authorities to make 
employment and _ transportation 
availabilities consistent with the 
housing goal, 

Explore and aid _ specific 
opportunities for non-white entre=- 
preneurship in Andover, 

Employ non-residents in mun= 
icipal jobs, extending all resident 
privileges to them - recreation, 
schooling, etc, 

The study group’s report states 
that ‘an effort will be made to 
set up an executive committee 
since. many of the proposals put 
forward may require legal study, 
However, the sub-groups will con- 
tinue with their present efforts, 

Also looked forward to is the 
establishment of a Human Rights 
Commission with neighboring 
communities, This would include 
industrial leaders, businessmen 
and others concerned with the 
crisis of civil rights,
